By  the  National  Banking  Act  the  corpo¬ 
rators  were  required  to  deposit  United 
States  bonds  in  excess  of  the  circulation  to 
be  issued.  The  bonds  so  deposited  were 
required  to  be  bought  of  the  United  States, 
and  in  this  way  a  market  for  the  sale  of 
United  States  bonds  was  created  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  three  hundred  milUbns  of  dollara. 
The  government  assumed  the  redemption  of 
the  notes  issued  by  the  National  banks,  and 
reserved  the  right  to  be  reimbursed  by  the 
sale  of  United  States  bonds.  In  this  way 
the  redemption  of  the  currency  was  secured 
and  its  value  was  the  same  in  all  parts  of 
the  country.
